Charmouth. 

This  parish  of  approximately  £00  persons  with  a summer 
population  of  nearly  2,000,  is  supplied  with  water  from  springs 
in  the  Hogchester,  Fernhill  and  G-rangemead  areas  giving  a daily 
yield  of  some  44 > 000  gallons,  and  a storage  capacity  of  40,000 
gallons  with  four  miles  of  mains.  The  supply  is  gravitational 
and  is  treated  by  storage,  filtration,  hardening,  and  chlorination. 
Samples  going  through  the  mains  were  bacteriologically  satisfactory. 

There  is  still  a shortage  of  water  during  the  summer  months 
and  in  December,  investigations  were  commenced  into  a scheme  to 
increase  the  quantity. 

Puncknowle. 


As  far  back  as  March  195°  a Public  Enquiry  was  held,  and  as 
a result,  the  Ministry  agreed  to  the  scheme  in  principle  put 
forward.  Little  progress  has  however  been  made  to  implement  the 
findings  at  the  Enquiry,  and  the  villagers  are  still  compelled 
to  go  with  their  buckets  and  jugs  to  fetch  water  from  the  only 
source,  namely  the  shoot  opposite  the  Old  Post  Office.  The  total 
daily  yield  from  this  source  is  8,000  gallons  and  it  is  proposed 
to  supply  23O  persons  plus  an  unknown  number  of  cattle.  The 
Riparian  Owners  whose  cattle  drink  from  the  ditch  into  which  the 
overflow  from  the  present  shoot  drains  away,  insist  that  eight 
cattle  troughs  should  be  installed  and  supplied  from  the  proposed 
scheme,  and  their  claim  is  backed  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture. 

Up  to  the  end  of  the  year  no  agreement  had  been  reached  between 
the  Local  Authority  and  the  Riparian  Owners,  regarding  the  cattle 
drinking  troughs,  with  the  result,  that  the  people  in  the  area 
are  without  a satisfactory  water  supply,  and  in  addition,  no  new 
houses  can  be  erected  in  this  parish. 

A/s 

Part  of  this  village  is  supplied  from  springs  piped  by 
agricultural  or  collar  pipes  to  various  stone  and  brick  collection 
chambers.  25  persons  are  supplied  from  these  sources  which  yield 
6,p00  g.p.d.  with  a storage  capacity  of  2,000  gallons.  The 
defective  pipes  require  renewal,  the  collection  chambers  need 
proper  construction,  and  the  spring  heads  should  be  protected.  A 
further  supnly  is  available  in  the  Scuare  consisting  of  a well  in. 
the  hedgerow  and  a standpipe  nearby.  The  work  for  the  construction 
of  a proper  well-head  was  completed  in  the  early  part  of  the  year. 
The  Parish  Council  have  asked  the  Council  for  the  provision  of  a 
piped  water  supply. 


Litton  Cheney. 


It  is  from  the  source  near  this  village  that  the  Bridport 
Water  Works  Company  Ltd  obtain  their  supply  of  some  300>000  g.p.d. 
and  although  this  -quantity  is  passing  down  the  main  200  yards 
distant  from  the  Paddocks  and  Puddlehole  carts  of  the  village  which 
are  on  a higher  level  than  the  main,  the  inhabitants  of  these  parts 
are  still  dependent  on  grossly  contaminated  wells  - and  a roadside 
ditch  for  their  water  supply.  Plans  and  estimates  to  supply  these 
parts  of  the  village  were  approved  by  the  Local  Authority?-  in  January, 
and  pipes  and  fittings  were  delivered  during  the  year,  but  no 
decision  was  arrived  at  between  the  Local  Authority  and  the  Bridpoit 
Water  Works  Company  Ltd,  in  whose  statutory  authority  this  area  is 
situated,  with  regard  to  supplying  this  part,  and  consequently  the 
work  on  the  scheme  has  not  commenced. 

5 nipt on  Gorge. 

This  village  also  lacks  a sufficient  and  wholesome  water 
supply, its  158  persons  living  in  51  houses  being  completely  dependent 
on  wells.  The  first  yield  test  taken  in  November  1949,  from  the 
6"  diameter,  130  feet  deep  borehole,  sunk  in  October  1949* was 
2,700  g.p.d.  The  second  test  gave  a yield  of  5,913  g*P.d.  in 
October  1951,  and  a third  test  in  January  195^  gave  5,500  g.p.d. 

The  water  has  been  found  to  be  satisfactory  in  quality.  It  is 
proposed  to  pump  water  from  the  borehole  to  a reservoir  and  thence 
gravity  feed  the  village.  The  proposed  trunk  main  of  the  area 
scheme  passes  to  the  east  of  the  proposed  reservoir  site  and  can 
easily  be  connected  to  the  reservoir  if  and  when  the  area  scheme 
materialises.  In  the  meantime  the  inhabitants  are  dependent  on 
wells  questionable  in  quality  and  quantity,  and  no  new  houses  can 
be  built  by  the  Council  in  this  village, 

M or combe lake. 

The  Council ls  Huts  and  a few  surrounding  properties  are 
supplied  by  water  piped  from  a small  reservoir  fed  by  pipes  from 
three  sources  in  Hardown  Hill.  A large  part  of  the  .remainder  of 
the  village  is  supplied  by  the  private  Hastead  supply  with  sources 
also  in  Hardown  Hill,  A well  with  an  average  yield  of  600  to 
; Ou  gcP.d.  has  been  sunk  on  the  proposed  housing  site. 

Bexingt on. 

The  piped  supply  to  this  hamlet  is  unsatisfactory  in  cuality 
and  quantity.  The  proposed  Puncknowle  scheme  will  replace  the 
present  supply.  Swyre  will  also  receive  its  supply  from 
Puncknowle,  replacing  the  very  unsatisfactory  wells  in  the  village. 

Chide ooka 

Although  the  Public  Enquiry  was  held  in  December  1950, no 
progress  was  made  during  1951  regarding  the  purchase  of  the 
Chideock  Water  Works  Company  Ltd’G  Undertaking,  and  hence  no  work 
was  done  to  implement  the  scheme  proposed  at  the  Enquiry.  In  the 
meantime  the  supply  to  the  village  still  remains  unsatisfactory 
in  quality  .end  quantity, 

Wootton  Pit  z.paine. 

The  water  supply  to  the  pair  of  new  houses  in  course  of 
construction  at  Monkton  Wyld  Cross  is  obtained  from  the  Axminster 
H. D. C ‘ s piped  supply. 


Bri. d'oor.t  Water  Works  Cor.ipa.n-  Ltd 


This  company  in  addition  to  supplying  the  Borough  of  Bridport, 
also  supply  in  the  Rural  District  Council’s  area,  the  parishes  of 
Bothenhampton,  Bradpole,  Burton  Bradstock,  parts  of'  Chilcaombb,  Litton 
Cheney,  Aldington,  and  Symondsbury,  although  -their  statutory  area 
also  includes  the  parishes  of  Loders  and  Swyre,  The  District 
Council  have  been  grgnted  the  right  by  the  Company  to  supply  water 
to  the  parish  of  Swyre  from  the  proposed  Puncknowle  scheme. 

It  appears  that  very  little  progress  has  been  made  regarding 
the  negotiations  between  the  Joint  Water  Committee,  and  the  3ridport 
Water  Works  Company  Ltd  to  settle  a basis  for  the  purchase  of  the 
latter’s  Undertaking.

Fi'n  the  above  Report  it  is  evident  that  the  Rural  District 
is  Inadequately  supplied  with  sufficient  and  wholesome  water. 

As  stated  in  last  year’s  Report,  so  much  time  and  labour  is  taken 
up  considering  little  local  supplies,  and  that  the  most  satisfactory 
way  to  ensure  a sufficient  water  supoly  to  the  whole  Council’s 
area  would  be  to  take  water  from  one  central  source  and  pipe  it 
1; 'Vroug  . the  whole  of  the  District.  That  source  has  already  been 
p.-miicb  out  to  the  Council  by  their  Consultant  Engineers,  viz.  at 
1 - no  Cheney  , at  present  owned  by  the  Bridport  Water  Works  Company

Sewer  maintenance  is  regularly  carried  out  to  the  Council’s 
sewers  and  drains  in  Bradoole,  Bothenhampton,  Charmouth,  Chideock, 
East  Read,  Loders,  Symondsbury,  Walditch,  West  Cliff  and  West  Road.

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Public  Cleansing. 


A monthly  collection  of  refuse  and  salvage  at  present  operates* 
indestructible  household  refuse  only  being  collected. ^ . The  Council 
have  a 3/4  ton  Bedford  Lorry  permanently  engaged  on  this  work  and 
the  Karrier  Banter  lorry  is  used  for  general  work  and  salvage  and. 
refuse  collections  as  required.  Refuse  is  dumped  into  old  quarries 
at  Bennett1 s Hill,  Burton  Brads took,  and  Litton  Cheney,  and  into 
disused  pits  at  Charmouth  and  Bothenhampton.  The  dump  situated 
in  the  old  quarry  at  Punoknowle  Road,  Burton  Brads took,  has  been 
closed  for  all  dumping  purposes  and  arrangements  are  to  be  made  for 
covering  in  this  dump.  Steel,  iron,  all  other  metals,  bottles, 
paper  and  other  salvage  collected,  are  stored  under  cover  at  Bradpole 
until  collected  by  the  interested  firms. 

The  hamlet  and  parish  of  Chilcombe  does  not  receive  a regular 
monthly  collection  of  salvage  and  refuse.

Rodent  Control. 

After  considering  a Report  from  their  delegates,  attending 
a meeting  in  January,  of  the  four  West  Dorset  Authorities  called 
to  consider  a Joint  Scheme  for  Rodent  Control,  the  Council  decided 
not  to  participate  and  that  they  would  deal  with  individual 
complaints  of  rat  infestation  when  these  were  reported.  Two 
major  disinfestations  occurring  in  privately  owned  properties  were 
carried  out  by  the  Council's  staff  during  the  year.  The  first 
involved  26  properties  in  Charmouth  where  128  points  were  selected 
for  baiting,  and  49  dead  rats  were  picked  up.  The  second  involved 
22  properties  in  Symondsbury  parish,  where  80  baiting  points  were 
selected  and  18  dead  rats  picked  up.  Four  further  areas  were 
inspected  and  one  individual  property  disi>if ested.  Rat 

disinfestation  on  the  pre-baiting  principle  is  carried  out  on  the 
Council's  four  refuse  dumps  at  Bennett's  Hill,  Puncknowle  Road, 
Litton  Cheney,  and  Charmouth  at  quarterly  intervals. 

Shops  and  Offices. 

Sixteen  inspections  were  carried  out  during  the  year,  but 
no  Notices  under  the  Shops  Act  were  served. 


Camping  Sites, 

Although  the  Council  in  195^  had  agreed  to  adopt  tiie  Model 
Byelaws,  confirmation  had  not  been  given  by  the  Minister  of 
Housing  and  Local  Government  in  1951.  During  the  year,  46  camping 
licences  were  issued  or  renewed,  covering  J>o2  sites  and  autnorising 
the  use  of  382  caravans.  Of  these  sites,  17  are  licensed  to 
individuals  pending  the  erection  of  a new  house,  and  in  nearly  every 
one  of  these  17>  the  caravan  is  situated  on  the  proposed  housing  site. 

Six  applications  were  refused  on  the  grounds  of  insanitary 
conditions. 

The  23  beach  huts  at  Seatown,  13  at  Eype’s  Moutn  and  14  at 
West  Bexington  are  approved  as  temporary  buildings  on  an  annual 
licence  held  by  the  owners  and  renewable.

30  of  these  during  the  first  quarter,  more  than  half  the  cases  being 
in  children  under  school  age,  No  cases  of  Food  Poisoning  were 
notified.  Influenza  was  fairly  prevalent  in  the  first  quarter 
of  the  year,  5 dearths  occurring  from  this  diacase.
